NOTICE TO GUNNERS —For the benefit 


of those who have been indulging in the 
sport of shooting squirrels, we publish the 
following extract from *he laws as passed 
by the late Legislature of the State: 


Section 2. That from and after the pas- 


sage of this act, no person shall sboot, kill 
or otherwise destroy any pheasant between 
the first day of January and the first day of
